CHICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Nov. 6.—f{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) Illinois may be without rep- 
resentation ip the United States Sen- 
ate for an indefinite time after March 
4. 1913. This possibility became ap- 
parent when it was discovered that 
the Bull Moose party will hold the 
balance of power in the next State 
Legislature. 

In other respects the victory of the 
Democrats in Inmots— national, Con- 
Fressional and State —is even greater 
than the returns last nicht and early 
this morning indicated. 

Theodore Roosevelt has carried the 
State by 15,000 to 18.000. This esti- 
mate is based on complete unofficial 
returns from Cook county, which gives 
Mr. Roosevelt a lead of 37,000 and 
nearly two-thirds of the returns from 
down-State, where Mr. Wilson leads 
by 16,000 and is likely to increase 
this lead as other southern counties 
are heard from. 

It now appears that Edward F. 
Dunne, Democratic nominee for 
Governor, has carried the State by 
90,000, of which 52,000 plurality over 
Charles 8. Deneen (Rep.) comes from 
Cook county and 38,000 from down- 
State. All other Democratic State 
candidates are elected by generous

POSSIBLE DEADLOCK. 

The likelihood of a prolonged dead- 
lock over the two Senatorships grows 
out of the fact that no party will have 
a constitutional majority of 103 on 
Joint ballot. Present indications are 
that the Republicans will have eighty- 
two, the Democrats ninety-one, the 
Progressives twenty-eight and the 
Socialists two. 

It is possible, but not probable, 
from the present outiook that Gov. 
Deneen will call a special session of 
the present Legislature with the hope 
that the Republicans can get together 
and elect a man to the unexpired 
term of two years of William Lorimer. 
Owlng to factional differences with- 
in the ranks of the Republicans, as 
shown in recent legislative sessions, 
it is extremely doubtful if enough 
Republicans could agree on a man for 
Senator to put him through. Unless 
a showing of success should be made 
in advance it is unlikely the Governor 
would take the responsibility of con- 
vening the General Assembly in spe- 
clal session. 

The regular session of the new 
Legisiature will begin the first week in 
January. Neither the Republicans nor 
Democrats, if they adhere strictly to 
party lines, will be able to elect a 
Senator or two Senators without ald 
from the Progressives. It 
the Republicans might agree to help 
elect a P short 
term, if the Bull 
would pledge themselves to vote for a 
Republican for the full term to suc- 
ceed Shelby M. Cullom. The reverse 
of this proposition might be worked. 
If the three parties stubbornly stick 
to their own standards, Illinois will be 
without a Senator when Senator Cul- 
lum’s term expires on March. 4.

NOT MANY FEDERAL JOBS FOR 
DEMOCRATS HERE 
— — 


District Attorney, Marshal and 
Postmaster to Go Under New Ad- 
ministration—Most of the Govern- 
ment Office-Holders Safe Under 
Civil Service and the Classfied List. 


Thanks to the classified and civil 
service, there will be but little fruit 
available for hungry Democrats on the 
political plum tree at the Federal 
bullding, following the inauguration 
of the Wilson administration. 

Under the law it is possible for the 
new President to lift the ban, but as 
matters now stand there will be but 
few vacancies, though these are im- 
portant ones. With one exception 
for which the several incumbents 
were appointed expire. 

The principal head to be placed on 
the political charger will be that of 
Postmaster Harrison, wh com mis- 
sion expires March 1, 1914. This job 
je worth $6000 a year to some aspir- 
ing Democrat. Assistant Pegtmaster 
Edward F. Bishman was piaced on 
the classified list by President Taft 
some months ago, so that what the 
wild waves are saying will be of little 
interest to him. Every other employee 
of the postettice ‘gy protected by the 
civil service rules. 


ternal Revenue for the Sixth District, 
draws $4500 a year during the pleas- 
ure of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. This may mean much or noth- 
ing under the new regime. All of the 
other employees of the office are on 
the classified list. 

C. W. Pendleton, Collector of Cus- 
toms, has a year and a half fett to 
draw his maximum of ‘$5000 a year.

His chief clerk, Albert Sittel, and his 
stenographer, George White. are un- 
der civil service, but Deputies Dur- 
lin and Dingle are supplantable. 

United States District Attorney A. I. 
McCormick, with his assistant, Ed- 
ward A. Regan, Dudley W. Robinson 
and Harry R. Archbald, will retire 
next April, when McCormick's term 
of four years expires. The position 
of District Attorney pays 84000 a 
year, with the deputyship ranging 
from $2200 to $1500.

The clerks In the 
office are under civil service.

R. H. Chariton, supervisor of the 
Angeles Forest Reserve, and all of his 
employees are under civil service, as 
well as the chiefs and employees of 
the geographical survey and the rec- 
lamation service. of Su- 
pervisor Carlton pays $2400 a Year. 
He is the highest priced supervisor in 
the service. 

James Ganor, secret service agent 
of the Department of Justice, is pro- 
tected by the civil service. 

Frederick Jones, naturalization ex- 
aminer, is also under the wings of the 
civil service, but as he is one of the 
old Dantel Voorhees Democrats from 
Indiana he would stay anyhow, it is 
belleved. 

All of the postoffice inspectors, Web- 

ster, Wilson, Martin, Cookson and 
Gray, are civil service men. 
The clerks of the United States Dis- 
trict Court hold their places through 
the favor of Judge Wellborn, as does 
also Ralph Domingues, court crier.

Appellate Court Decision, 


DENY GRANDFATHER THE 
CUSTODY OF CLARK BABY. 


HE custody of J. Ross Clark II. 
son of Walter Miller Clark and 
Virginia M. Clark Tanner, will 
not be disturbed pending the final 
hearing of the question of guardian- 
ship before Judge Rives on the 20th 
Inst. The District Court of Appeal 
yesterday denied the grandfather's pe- 
tition to annul an order made by the 
Superior Court giving Mrs. Tanner 
temporary custody of the infant. 

The higher court finds that the 
lower court had ample jurisdiction 


It also finds that 
under the 
evidence exhibited, might have been 
impelled to act differently than did 
the Superior Court and might have, 
under such evidence, refused to dis- 
turb the custody of the minor child 
pending hearing, cannot have any in- 
fluence in the decision of the legal 
questions presented on this applica- 
tion.” 

The court further says that if the 
custody of the child was with J. Ross 
Clark at the time he filed his peti- 
tian for guardianship of its person, 
then authority to disturb that custody, 
pending a final hearing, must be 
found in the section of law providing 
if it ie shown that the welfare

may make an order providing for the 
temporary custody pending a final set- 
tlement.

Clark temporary guardian of the body 
was made without authority. The 
Superior Court, before it was author- 
ized to provide for a change in the 
temporary custody of the child, must 
have had presented to it evidence that 
the best interests of the child would 
be imperiled unless such order was 
made. “Such a motion was presented 
in behalf of Mrs. Tanner, and if the 
action taken can be sustained by any 
evidence whatever, however slight, we 
cannot disturb the conclusions,” says 
the court. 

The court further says: “In passing 
upon the question as to where the 
temporary custody of the infant 
should be lodged, the Supertor Court 
was careful to limit the privilege of 
the mother, parental rights accorded 
to her pending a final hearing were 
restricted and made subject to cer- 
tain discretionary powers affecting the 
custody of the child, as they were 
conferred upon the nurse, Margaret 
Heffron, and in the exercise of which 


discretion the mother was left with 
no right of — . 
“Doubtiessly the court, in view of 


the showing that the mother had fre- 
quently absented herself from the 
child deemed it best to see that the 
nurse who had attended it constantly 
for more than a year should be re- 
tained as actual custodian. This court 
cannot say that the jidge was without 
authority to order the child into the 
limited custody of its mother, pend- 
ing the day when the question of her 
fitness 8 be the guardian of her son 
might be fully inquired inte.”

| A PATH 


OF PRIMROSES. 
BY HARRY F. BOWLING. 

We have not always been happy in our 
commonest similes. Popular usage has 
handed us down many phrases that are en- 
tirely misleading. To the average newspa- 
per reader a paragraph headed, “the prim- 
rose path,” undoubtedly suggests a record 
of money recklessly wasted, of foolish dis 
sipation, of wild orgies ending in disgrace 
and ruin. To put it more plainly, the prim- 
rose path has become a polite simile for 
the road to hell. , 


Any intelligent person who stops to con- 


sider must sometimes wonder why aur 
flower—least of all the sweet, modest prim- 
rose—should be so generally associated 
with wild nights and wasted days. Flowers 
are the symbols of innocence—or should 
be; if any could possibly be singled out as 
emblems of revelry they should be the 
flaming peony, the gorgeéus bougainvillea 
or the intoxicating hyacinth, and even then 
the comparison would be far-fetched. 

But the wild woodland flowers of which

to connect these with artificial pleasures 
and illicit delights! Was ever there more 
distorted paradox? The Greek poets 
crowned Bacchus with ivy leaves and so 
gave us ivy as the symbol of wine bibbing. 
As the emblem of victory they gave us the 
laurel. They might just as well have 
crowned Bacchus with laurels and Victory 
with ivy leaves as far as any vegetable sig- 
nificance can be attached to either. Per- 
haps vinism ie responsible for the 
“prim path” with its undesirable end- 
ing. For Calvinism delighted in making 
virtue austere, grim and difficult, and sin 
bright, easy and alluring. That is why 
they disliked the primrose. More appro- 
priately they could have condemned the 
delicate maidenhair fern as the representa- 
tion of our all-so-delightful sins; for these 
grow on canyon sides and often bring their 
ravishers a nasty cropper. 

The primrose besides being pale, seeking 
the shade and dying @€nmarried—like vestal 
and cloistered nuns—invariably 


grows amid peaceful woodland scenes, in 


quiet pleasant glades, in a snakeless coun- 
try. The primrose path is supposed to end 
on the brink of a precipice and is not en- 
tirely unconnected with snakes, though 
they be merely imaginary ones. 

Fortunately for Christianity the doctrine 


that would connect virtue with the bare’ 


bones of harsh discouragement and vice 


with soft feather beds of flowery ease no 


longer survives, except in the unfortunate 
metaphor of “the primrose path.” We are 
just beginning to realize the truth of that 
significant text. “the way of the transgress- 
or is hard.” This implies that the way of 
the law-abiding ts easy. Isn't it about time 
we took down the old worn-out signboard: 
Keep off the primroses. 

Perhaps, after all, it is because virtue is 
so smooth and easy, so like.a pretty land- 
scape filled with fruits and flowers, that 
the perversity of human nature inclines the 
foolish and discontented to hunt for sin on 
shiny. slippery boulders or in burning des- 
ert sands. Virtue was too easy for Adam 
and Eve; they blamed it onto the apple, 
we blame it u the primrose. * 

The triumph of Christianity over He 
braiem, Buddhism or Fetichiem is that it 
teaches peone how to be happy though 
virtuous. Even Mark Twain's pleasantry. 
“Re good and you'll be lonesome,” won't 
stand analysis. The most lonesome being 
on earth Is the burelar. A violet by the 
river’s brim isn't a simple violet to him, 
and nothing more: ſt suggests the blue unf 
form of the pureuing officer. Never «4 
primrose stavs the fearful feet of the bank 
defaulter: pansies do not represent the 
thoughts of the ruined gambler or hearta- 
ease the memortes of the convict. The 
scent of the rose, the perfume of the honey- 
suckle ts stifled in an atmosphere of to 
baceo Smoke. sawdust and beer suds. Not 
ia ‘sinele flower or mant or weed has any 
place in the so-called primrose path of Cal- 
viniem. or the classic wreath that sur- 
monnts the bloated face of Bacchus. 

Very narrow and crooked and rocky are 
the ways that lead to perdition, and tedav 
only an infinite minority are foolieh 
enouch to treed them. Verv broad and 
atraicht and direct is the highway that 
leads to heaven. and good peonle are grad- 
ine ft and leveling t and widening it with 
every ve year. 

Would you know what the real path of the 
real primrose is like? It starts in oufet 
acenes of svivan simplicity. in a eniritual 
forest of Arden, threaded with tinkline efl- 
very streame. very narrow, almost hidden in 
their mossv banks: bluebells and cowslins, 
violets and daisies peep from the shelter- 
ing grasses. and all the woodland are 
toned and softened with nale primroses. 

Through the checkered shade of snreading 
oak. gnarled elm and graceful beech, nod- 
4ine to the summer breese. the sunshine 
flickers in a thousand chaneing patterns: 
each onward mile the path rrows wider and 
Clearer. the landecare nobler and more 
matestic. til) in a blaze of sunshine the 
hichwav reaches to the cates of pearl be- 
fore the Father's house of many mansions. 

And from start to finish the emblem of 
things pure and sweet is the flower. ma- 
liened by the Calvinist, and still associated 
allezoricaliv with thines not pure and not 
destrable—orimroses—fit flowers to strew 
before the feet of little children or to twine 
about the shining brows of angels.

AN ARTISTIC PROMENADE.

Plan Involves Bulkhead, Broad 
Walk and Ornamental Lights from 
Center Street to Playa del Rey. 
Will Be Financed by Direct As- 
sessment or Under Vrooman Act. 


VENICE, Nov. 6.—Mayor C. W. 
Holbrook announced tonight that the 
property owners of the Ocean Front 
from Center street to Del Rey have 
agreed on plans for the beautification 
of the shore line by the bullding of a 
bulkhead and twenty-foot cement 
walk, with a balustrade and orna- 
mental lights, and that the petition 
of these property owners would come 
up at the next meeting. This im- 
provement, if completed according to 
the plans laid, will be one of the most 
signal ever begun in Venice, and its 
effect on property values south of 
Windward avenue would be great. 

It is proposed to complete, either 
under the Vrooman act or on the 
district assessment plan, a walk and 
cement bulkhead similar to that now 
being completed at Long Beach, a 
distance of over a mile, at a cost of 
approximately $86,000. Ornamental! 
lights similar to those used near the 
city hall would be built atop the 
bulkhead, and stairwags leading to 
the beach will be built. 

The property owners of Short Line 
Beach have realized that once the 
Mater pier is built, there may be a 
repetition the washout of the 
beach, caused by the eddy of the 
channel current around the pier, 
which devastated ocean front low 
seven years ago, and to remedy which 
a buikhead was built just south of 
the Windward pier. At any rate, the 
owners of ocean frontage want their
